GOVERNOR SIGNS BILL TO CUT 
DELINQUENT TAX PENALTIES 


Permits Payment to June 30 on 
Realty Without Imposition of 
Any Extra Charge. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, April 14— 
Delinquent real estate taxes may 
be paid between now and June 30 
without any penalty for delinquen- 
cy, no matter how long they have 
been unpaid. Gov. Park signed Sen- 
ate bill 80 this morning and since 
it carries an emergency clause, it 
goes into effect at, once. 
The new law, introduced by Sen- 
ator Shotwell, of St. Louis County; 
Haymes of Springfield and Crouse 
of St. Joseph, is intended to increase 
tax collections this year. It will be 
in effect until Jan. 1, 1934. 
Delinquent taxes paid between 
June 30 and Aug. 31 will be as- 
sessed 25 per cent of the accumu- 
lated penalties.

MOSCOW, April 14.—Russian tes- 
timony to support charges of bri- 
bery and sabotage was presented 
today at the trial of six British 
engineers - accused of sabotage, 
espionage and bribery. 

One witness told of taking a bribe 
of $1500 from L. C. Thornton, one 
of the defendants. Another said 
he had been paid $500 by William 
H. MacDonald, another of the ac- 
cused, to deliver plans for a power 


plant in the Urais. A third Rus- 
sian witness said Charles Nordwell 
had paid him $2500 and given him 
a fur coat to damage a turbine 
at the Ivanovo power plant. 

This last charge was made by A. 
T. Lobanov, chief of the electrical 
department of the Ivanovo power 
station. Lobanov also is a defend- 
ant in this trial. 

Nordwell’s name was brought 
into the proceedings for the first 
time when this witness told of the 
$2500 bribe. Lobanov said he had 
entertained anti-Soviet ideas and 
that he had complained to Nord- 
well about the low living standards 
in this country. 

“If you want to improve your 
condition,” he said Nordwell told 
him, “you must act now. You 
must cause important damage 80 
that Russia will have to spend more 
gold. Above all you must be sure 
that this power plant is paralyzed 
in case of war.” 

Nordwell Denies Charge. 

Lobanov recounted the conversa- 
tion in detail, but Nordwell himself 
denied every word of it. Speaking 
Russian fluently but with a pro- 
nounced accent, the Englishman 
stood shoulder-to-shoulder with his 
accuser in front of the Judge. 

“I never gave him any money, I 
never said a word to him about 
damage or about war,” Nordwell 
said, “now let me tell you about 
that fur coat.” 

He looked Lobanov in the eye as 
he explained that he had helped 
another employe of Metro-Vickers 
sell Lobanov an overcoat which 
the owner no longer needed. Shout- 
ing above the prosecutor who 
sought to interrupt the story, Nord- 
well said Lobanov had paid him 500 
rubles (nominally $250) which he 
turned over to the owner of the 
coat. 

The other charge of bribery made 
today was by Alexey Dolgov, who 
said Thornton had paid him $1500 
which he considered to be a bribe 
for concealing a defect in machin- 
ery installed by Thornton’s com- 
pany. 

By these witnesses the prosecu- 
tion tried to show that some of the 
Englishmen directed and bribed 
Soviet technicians to conduct sa- 
botage operations in different elec- 
trical plants and to conceal defects 
in the company’s machinery. 

Englishmen Questioned. 

There was a brief passage be- 
tween Nordwell, 32-year-old En- 
glishman, and Prosecutor Vish- 
insky. 

Nordwell told the prosecutor: 
“Let me alone and I will tell it,” 
when the prosecutor sought to in- 
terrupt his testimony. 

The day’s session also was enliv- 
ened by the cross-examination of 
one of the Russian witnesses by 
Allan Monkhouse, Moscow director 
for the electrical company and an- 
other of the defendants, in an ef- 
fort to upset the assertions of the 
witness that the company had em- 
ployed him to wreck machinery. 

Two of the witnesses were among 
the 11 Russians who have been ac- 
cused in addition to the six British 
subjects. All the Russians have 
confessed counter-revolutionary ac- 
tivities which they assert were in- 
spired by the British Metropolitan- 
Vickers employes. The third was 
a Russian who was understood to 
be chiefly! responsible for the 
charges against the Englishmen. 

$1500 Paid to Russian. 

A specific charge of bribery was 
made by Alexey Dolgov, chief of 
inspection of the Soviet Department 
of Imports, who said 3000 rubles 
(about $1500) was given him by L. 
C. Thornton, one of the British de- 
fendants. Dolgov said he consid- 
ered this a bribe to influence him 


to conceal a defect in the machin- 


ery being installed in Russia by 
the Metropolitan-Vickers Co. The 
money was given to him in Thorn- 
ton’s office in June, 1932, Dolgov 
said. 

Thornton admitted giving the 

money to Dolgov but declared it 
was a loan. He said Dolgov re- 
quested it in order to buy an apart- 
ment for himself and promised to 
return the money. 

Monkhous® then was called to 
testify. He insisted Thornton gave 
the money as a loan. He added: 
“Dolgov never retunred it and we 
wrote it off finally as a gift.”

Senator Frazier to Offer 
Proposal as Substitute for 
Roosevelt Farm Mortgage 
Lee. : 


WOULD ISSUE BONDS

Any Not Sold Would Be 


Converted Into Currency 
—Thomas and Costigan 
Also Have Plans.

WASHINGTON, April 14.—A di- 
rect test vote on inflation impended 
in the Senate today as members re- 
sumed consideration of the admin- 
istration farm program with its 
varied machinery designed to lift 
prices to 1909-1914 levels and re- 
finance agricultural debts. 

As a substitute for the Roosevelt 
mortgage plan, Senator Frazier 
(Rep.), Indiana, planned to offer 
his bill to refinance farm debts at 
1% per cent interest and yearly 
payment of 1% per cent of the prin- 
cipal, employing broad inflation to 
cover the financing. 

Frazier’s proposal provides for 
issuing bonds sufficient to meet 
the estimated $8,500,000,000 in farm 
mortgage indebtedness, with the 
stipulation that if these bonds are 
not sold, they shall be converted 
into currency. Currency inflation 
was recommended to the Senate by 
the unanimous vote of its Agricul- 
ture Committee as the main hope 
for “permanent and substantial” 
relief for agriculture. 

Thomas Also Has Pian. 

Another inflationary issue also 
was to come at the end of debate 
on the farm program, when Sena- 
tor Thomas (Dem.), Oklahoma, ex- 
pected to press his proposal. to 
give President Roosevelt broad 
power to expand currency. 

Senator Costigan in another 
amendment proposed to include 
private corporations in the provi- 
sions of the mortgage plan for a 
$50,000,000 loan fund from the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation 
so levee, drainage and irrigation 
districts might refinance debts. 

In line with the inflationary pro- 
posals advanced, Senator Vanden- 
berg (Rep.), Michigan, planned to 
press the amendment to provide 
that the proposed $2,000,000,000 in 
land bank bonds in the administra- 
tion mortgage plan be eligible se- 
curity for Federal Reserve notes 
as are other Federal bonds under 
the Glass-Steagall law. 

G. O. P. Substitute Planned. 

Republicans, meanwhile, laid 
plans to bring up, probably tomor- 
row, a substitute for the price- 
lifting sections of the White House 
bill sponsored by Senator Carey 
of Wyoming. 

This substitute would strip from 


proposed broad authority to use a 
version of the domestic allotment 
plan, a licensing fee and processing 
tax to raise farm prices, and sub- 
stitute leasing of land to reduce 
production. 

Thomas of Oklahoma, hopeful 
that a week-end respite would give 
inflationists an opportunity to ral- 
ly all their strength, intends to 
delay his own inflation plan until 
next week, in the belief the farm 
bill cannot be acted on by tomor- 
row. Thomas’ program would vest 
President Roosevelt with discre- 
tionary power to issue currency, 
remonetize silver and fix its ratio 
to gold, or reduce the gold content 
of the dollar. 

Before this is voted on, Senator 
Wheeler (Dem.), Montana, expects 
to propose his plan to remonetize 
silver at 16 to 1.

She Mentions ‘‘Terrible 
State of Insanity in One 
of Two Notes Found in 
Lavatory. 


Miss Jessie Koechig, 
worker employed by the United 
States Veterans’ Bureau, leaped 
from a fire escape on the seventh 
floor of the Beaumont Building, 
3720 Washington boulevard, about 
9 o'clock this morning and fell to 
the parking: lot behind the build- 
ing. She was taken to City Hospi- 
tal, unconscious and gravely hurt. 
In the lavatory on the seventh 
floor police found two notes, signed 
with her name, a black fur jacket 
and an overnight bag containing a 
few of her personal effects. 

Text of the Notes. 
Scribbled in pencil on two pieces 
of wrapping paper, the notes were 
written with a shaky hand and in 
disconnected phrases. One, read: 
“This terrible state of insanity 
„„ only those persons can’t see 
why I should suffer typhoid fever 
- « « good wishes, can't think 
any way,..” 

The other read: 
“Wonder mother, take good care 
of her ... make happy... too 
much lost... tell my parents sick 
and poor care for them.” 
On the reverse side of one the 
scrawl was illegible. Police deci- 
phered the words “Marie,” “Dor- 
othy,” “Else” and “love good.” 
Mother Tells of Illness. 
Miss Koechig, 34 years old, lived 
with her mother, Mrs. William Koe- 
chig, a widow, at 5122 Waterman 
avenue. Her mother said she had 
been ill recently and had worried 
over financial matters. 
The mother said her daughter 
left home yesterday at the usual 
hour to go to her office, but did 
not arrive there. She had planned 
to spend last night with a friend in 
Webster Groves, Mrs. Koechig said, 
but today it developed the friend 
had not seen her. Mrs. Koechig 
was unable to explain the refer- 
ences in the notes. Her daughter, 
she said, had typhoid fever when 
she was 8 years old, but the men- 
tion of that disease in the note was 
unintelligible to her. 
Miss Koechig nad been employed 
at the Veterans Bureau, 4030 
Chouteau avenue, for 10 years. Her 
salary of $2000 a year had been re- 
duced by 15 per cent, effective April 
1, in accordance with the general 
pay cut of Federal employes. When 
she did not appear for work yes- 
terday, it was assumed a minor ill- 
ness had kept her at home. The 
manager of the bureau said she had

RATE & AGREED ON 


Leaders in White House Con- 
ference Decide to Give 
President Broad Power.

WASHINGTON, April 14.—House 


leaders and Postoffice officials 
agreed at a conference with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today on a reduc- 


tion in local letter postage to 2 
cents, with authority for the Presi- 
dent to raise or lower the postal 
rates generally. 

Chairman Doughton of the House 
Ways and Means Committee and 
Postmaster-General Farley headed 
the delegation consulting with the 
President. Arrangements were 
made for immediate introduction of 
the new postal legislation. 

The local or “drop” letters are 
those which are delivered within 
the city or within the postoffice dis- 
trict in which they are mailed. 
The present 3-cent rate would be 
maintained for letters going out of 
the city of origin. 

Chairman Mead of the House 
Postoffice Committee, Representa- 
tive Ragon of Arkansas, a member 
of the Ways and Means Committee; 
Joseph C. Mahoney, first Assistant 
Postmaster-General, and Director 
Dougias of the budget were the 
others attending the meeting.

Federal Commission Assigns 
Station KFWF’s Broadcasting 
Time to WIL. 


Special to the Fost-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON. April 14.—The 
Radio Commission today ordered 
the discontinuance of Radio Sta- 
tion KFWF, operated by the St. 
Louis Truth Center, and assigned 
KFWF time to Station WIL, giv- 
ing WIL full use of the 1200 Kilo- 
cycle channel at St. Louis. 
KFWF has been using 10% hours 
a week on the 1200 kilocycle chan- 
nel and applied for an equal share 
of the time with WIL. 


In removing the Truth Center 
from the air, the commission up- 
held the recommendation of Exam- 
iner Elmer W. Pratt that KFWF be 
denied a renewal of its license. 

The dispute between WIL and 
KFWF dates back several years, 
and two lengthy hearings were held 
here at which the claims of both 
stations were heard. 

In his report recommending that 
the Truth Center be denied the 
right to continue operating its sta- 
tion Pratt said: The programs 
and service of KF WF are of such a 
nature as to indicate that this sta- 
tion is used principally as the 
mouthpiece of Emil C. Hartmann 
in the dissemination of his personal 
religious views. This and other 
facts led to the conclusion that 
this station is devoted primarily to 
a private, as distinguished from a 
public, service.” 

Pratt’s report added that, al- 
though the Truth Center purports 
to be a religious corporation, there 
are only three members, the Rev. 
Emil C. Hartmann, his brother, the 
Rev. C. H. Hartmann, and their 
sister. Money was repeatedly so- 
licited over the station, the report 
states, but no report of funds could 
be given by C. H. Hartmann when 
he appeared before the examiner. 
Contributions received during the 
first few years of the station’s op- 
eration, however, were sufficient to 
pay about $45,000 in mortgages on 
the corporation property, which 
would go to the Hartmanns if the 
corporation were dissolved, Pratt 
stated. 

Station WIL is on the roof of 
the Melbourne Hotel, Grand and 
Lindell boulevards. L. A. Benson, 
president of the broadcasting con- 
cern, said that, although the Radio 
Commission’s order is effective im- 
mediately, KFWF would be given 
20 days in which to wind up its 
program if it wants to use the 
time. 

The Truth Center is at 4030 Lin- 
dell boulevard, where the broad- 
casting station is also located. Its 
broadcasts have been on Tuesdays, 
Thursday, Fridays and Sundays. 
charles Judge, attorney for the 
Hartmanns, said his clients did not 
care to comment on the action of 
the commission until they receive 
an official copy of the order. The 
station began operation in 1925.

HEARING ON SANITY 
OF MRS, JUDD OPENS 


Condemned Slayer Nervous as 
She Enters Court, Shouts 
at Photographer. 


By the Associated Press. 

FLORENCE, Ariz., April 14— 
Mrs. Winnie Ruth Judd came from 
her cell in a nervous mood today 
for a hearing in Pinal County Court 
to establish whether she is insane. 

If a jury of 12 men, drawing of 
which has started, finds she is de- 
ranged mentally, she will be com- 
mitted to the Arizona Hospital for 
Insane instead of forfeiting her life 
next Friday on the gallows for 
killing Agnes Anne Leroi. 

While her counsel were arguing 
over the drawing of the jury, Dr. 
Joseph Catton of San Francisco and 
Dr. Paul Bowers of Los Angeles, 
psychiatrists, who testified for the 
State at Mrs. Judd’s trial in 1932, 
entered the court room. Dr. Catton, 
whose analysis of Mrs. Judd’s men- 
tality stirred her to anger at the 
trial which resulted in her convic- 
tion, took a seat at the side of the 
room and observed Mrs. Judd while 
unobserved by her. » 

Mrs. Judd flushed in anger once 
when a photographer snapped a 
flashlight in front of her. 8 

“Why, you dirty coward,” she ex- 
claimed, her voice high pitched. 

The hearing was granted by Su- 
perior Court Judge E. L. Green, on 
petition of County Attorney Tru- 
man. The County Attorney’s ac- 
tion was mandatory after Warden 
Walker had expressed belief Mrs. 
Judd might be.insane, and asked 
a jury hearing. 

Jury selection, it became appar- 
ent, was likely to be long drawn 
out as counsel argued over legal 
technicalities. Judge Green ruled 
that before the jury could find Mrs. 
Judd Insane it must find she be- 
came insane after entering the 
State prison, she having been ad- 
judged sane by the Superior Court 
jury in Phoenix, Feb- 8, 1932.

April 4, one of the crew teld a 
naval investigatin hoard today. 

Lieut. John M. Therntan testified 
that while the J-8 waa cruising over 
the ocean, searching for the Akran 
wreck, it was discavered that an 
engine was moving in its outrigger 
mount because the plate halding it 
ta supporting struts had been 
sheared. 

Faced with the danger of losing 
the motor, the crippled blimp head- 
ed to the share and had actually 
started to land, Thornton said, when 
a gust of wind caught it and sar 
ried it out te sea about 1000 yards, 
where it fell inta the water. 

Bropping of A Lines. 

The J-8 was wrecked offshore at 
Beach Haven, N. J. Drag lines had 
been dropped on the shore, Thorn- 
ton said, and had been seized hy a 
volunteer crew, and the J-#'s gas 
bag had been “ripped” to haust 
ite gas. 

At a critica Imament, he gaid, a 

st af wind hit the blimp, and 
his, combined with the pull of an 
inexperienced, volunteer ground 
crew, drove it to the ground tee 
scon. It rebounded and waa swept 
seaward hy the wind. 

As the blimp struck the water 
the first time, Thornton said, Liey- 
tenant-Cammander David E. Cum- 
mins, the skipper, was thrown inte 
the sea. <As it bounced up and 
down a couple of times more, the 
rest of the crew were thrown out. 
Five of the seven men aboard the 
J were rescued by a New Fark 
pelice amphibian plane. Cummins 
and Pasquale Bettio, an enlisted 
man, were drowned. 

Thornton said he had not consid- 
ered weather conditions favorable

Kenworthy said his last words to 
Cummins, as the J- left, were: 
Don't lose any mere men. The 
ship is nothing.” 

Barred Airplane Flights. 

Kenworthy said he had consiat- 
ently refused airplane pilots per- 
mission to take eff in the early 
morning, although they were beg- 
ging for a chanee to go. 

“Knowing myself te be the senior 
officer present during a major 
catastrophe affecting service per- 
sonnel,” Kenworthy said in refer- 
ence to hia final eansent to the 
J-3 flight, “I felt I was entitled to 
take extreme atepa when I thought 
lives might be saved.” 

He said repeatedly that he 
thought when the J-3 finally did 
go aloft it would be able to ride 
out the weather, which had im- 
proved, 

The J- had completed its seareh, 
Kenworthy said, had found noth- 
Ing. and waa returning to the sta- 
tion when “eircumstances other 
than weather oaeurred which, I 
on" were responsible for her 
oss. 

He did not say what the eireum- 
stances were.

Senator Clark, in line with other 
advocates of the measure, gave no 
reasons why the public utility law 
of the state shoul” be rewritten and 
changed. He confined himself to a 
reply to objections which have been 
made to the argument that pro- 
posed changes in the mechanics of 
the department were improvements 
on the provisions of the present 
law. 

He said the objection to the ex- 
ception from state supervision of 
electric plants used to manufacture 
power solely for street railway pur- 
poses was not well founded, assert- 
ing that the same provision had 
been in the law for many years. 

“Public Service” Definition. 

“A change in the definition of 
public service,” objected to by some 
Senators, was said by Senator Clark 
to be immaterial because of a broad 
definition of the word “service” in 
another section, which, he said, was 
all-embracing. 

He denied that the bill changed 
the present law oy elimination of a 
provision making a finding of facts 
by the Commission conclusive in 
all courts, saying that, although it 
had been eliminated in one section 
it had been retained in another. 

While he admitted that objectors 
were correct in their statements 
that in the section defining “gas 
plants” there were provisions for 
regulation only of gas for light and 
power and not of gas for heat, he 
said that another section gave the 
Commission ‘ull power to regulate 
the manufacture and distribution of 
all gas. 

Senator Joffee and other object- 
ing Senators had contended this 
latter section was not sufficient to 
cover the defect in the section de- 
fining gas plants. 

New Provisions “Not Jokers.” 

He did not deny the contention 
that the bill omitted a provision of 
the present law giving the Com- 
mission power to compel obedience 
to franchise provisions by common 
carriers, but asserted that another 
section “would seem to give the 
Commission broader powers than it 
possesses under the present law.” 

New provisions, such as including 
wireless telephone, radio stations 
and airplanes under the Commis-

present necessity.” 

“My information is that some 
utilities are for and some against 
the bill,” he said, replying to the 
charge that it was drawn in the 
interest of the utilities. “I know 
that may persons are for the bill 
because they believe the present 
Commission hes unduly favored the 
utilities against the interest of the 
public. I do not make that charge, 
or any charge, against the present 
members of the Commission. How- 
ever, I do believe that the present 
Commission has become unnecessa- 
rily expensive, and while this ex- 
pense is first borne by the utilities, 
it is ultimately paid by the public.” 

His Argument for Signing. 

As reasons why the bill should be 
signed, the Senator told the Gov- 
ernor it increased his power to re- 
move a Commissioner, that it made 
necessary his approval before any 
employe of the Commission could 
be appointed, that under it he must 
be consulted before salaries could 
be fixed, that it gave him power to 
transfer duties from one division of 
the Commission to another, and 
that it gave him power to transfer 
employes from one division to an- 
other. He said these provisions 
should make for economy and effi- 
ciency. 

The Senator rejected the idea that 
another bill, which has passed both 
houses a d gives the Governor the 
power to remove any appointee at 
will, would enable the Governor to 


obtain control of the present Com- 
mission immediately. He expressed 


the opinion that that law would be 
ineffective in the case of an offi- 
cial appointed for a definite term 
of office before the law was en- 
acted. 

“IT think,” he said in conclusion, 
“that the proposed law gives the 
Commission all the power now pos- 
seséSed by the present Commission, 
that it gives the Governor a greater 
measure of control and makes it 
possible for the Commission to op- 
erate with greater ecoonmy and ef- 
ficiency.”

FOUR BILLION 
- CONSIDERED 


BOND ISSUE 


TO RESTORE BUYING POWER 


BY ROOSEVELT 


Two Billion for Public Works, Two Billion 
for Loans to Cities Proposed—Seen 
as Way to Stimulate Industry. 


By PAUL Y. ANDERSON,

Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, April 14. — The 
Roosevelt administration, disturbed 
by signs of mounting unrest in 
Congress, and impressed by the 
popular demand for measures which 
will put men back to work, is 
working feverishiy on a series of 
plans calculated to increase em- 
ployment and restore purchasing 
power. 

Foremost among the _ tentative 
programs considered by the admin- 
istration is one which would in- 
volve the expenditure of $2,000,000,- 
900 for public works and the lend- 
ing of $2,000,000,000 more to states 
and cities to be spent on necessary 
improvements, such as water works 
and sewer systems. With this it 
is proposed to couple a planned 


stimulation of activity on the part 
of private industry. 

It is recognized that the Hoo- 
ver administration repeatedly 
sought to marshal private industry 
in a revival of production, and 
failed, but some of President Roose- 
velt’s advisers believe that, if pri- 
vate employers were assured that 
the Federal Government would pro- 
vide for the expenditure of $4,000,- 
000,000 for labor and material, pri- 
vate employers would feel justified 
in increasing their own scale of 
production. 

Inflation Through Bonds. 

There has been much serious dis- 
cussion in high administration cir- 
cles as to how the Government’s 
plan would be financed. Some of 
the more conservative members 
have argued that the investment 
market might not be able to ab- 
sorb $4,000,000,000 new Government 
bonds, in particular, it has been 
stated that the big bankers would 
object. 

In reply to this, other members 
have suggested that the bonds 
might be given directly contrac- 
tors on public works projects, who, 
in turn, would take them to the 
Federal Reserve banks, which 
would redeem them in currency is- 
sued against the bonds themselves. 
Such a plan, of course, would be 
pure inflation, merely camouflaged 
by the issuance of bonds, but the 
demand for inflation is growing in 
Congress, and any suggestion of 
refusal by the big banks to absorb 
Government bond issue would stim- 
ulate it enormously. 

Advocates of the plan to issue 
bonds, and then issue currency 
against them, agree that it should 
provide for the retirement of the 


currency within stated period—50 
years having been mentioned. 

In many quarters it is being 
pointed out that approximately five 
billion dollars in purchasing power is 
now frozen in the form of deposits 
in closed banks, and the argument 
is made that it is the duty of the 
Government to replace it. 

View on 30-Hour Week. 

The administration has definite- 
ly decided that the provisions of 
the Black 30-hour week bill are tog 
rigid, and that enforcement in their 
present fotm would inflict great 
hardship on a large number of 
workers, in addition to disorgan- 
izing many industries. As it stands, 
the bill would bar from interstate 
commerce the products of mines, 
quarries, workshops and factories 
working labor more than six hours 
a day or more than five days a 
week. 

Accordingly, Secretary of Labor 
Frances Perkins is preparing a se- 
ries of amendments designed, first, 
to give the measure more flexibil- 
ity, and second, to protect workers 
from unfair wage cuts when hours 
of labor are reduced. In connec- 
tion with the latter, it has been 
proposed that wage boards be es- 
tablished in industries where col- 
lective agreements do not exist be- 
tween employers and empfoyed. 
Such boards would have power 
to fix minimum wages and control 
working conditions. Proponents of 
this plan argue that it is neces- 
sary not only for the protection of 
workers, but also to protect well- 
meaning employers from unfair 
competition. 
The six-hour day is another pro- 
vision in the Black bill to which 
serious objection has been made by 
both employers and workers. The 
contention is made that some in- 
dustries would find it impossible 
to operate on such a basis. Secre- 
tary Perkins favors a flexible 
clause which, taking the 30-hour 
week as a base, would allow for ex- 
ceptions in stated instances, with a 
possible maximum week of 40 or 45 
hours. 

Sweat Shop Competition. 

Sidney Hillman, head of the 
Amalgamated Clothing Workers of 
America, and long recognized as 
one of the most progressive of la- 
bor leaders, has informed Secretary 
Perkins that “fair” employers in 
that industry—that is, employers 
who enjoy the reputation of deal- 
ing generously with their employes 
—are being “murdered” by sweat 
shop competition. Taking advan- 
tage of the unprecedented demand 
for employment and the willingness 
to work long hours at starvation 
wages, these mushroom shops have 
cut prices to a level which the es- 
tablished firms cannot meet.

ROME, April 14.—Assurances of 
an Italian-German understanding in 
regard to Premier Mussolini’s four- 
Power peace plan have arisen out 
of this week’s conferences partici- 
pated in by the Premier and Vice- 
Chancellor von Papen and Cabinet 
Minister Goering of Germany.

JAPANESE OCCUPY TSIENAN, 
100 MILES FROM TIENTSIN 


Invaders Now in Control of 1000 
Square Miles South of Great 
Wall.

MUKDEN, Manchuria, April 14. 
Continuing its advance south of the 
Great Wall of China, the Japanese 
Army today occupied the important 
town of Tsienan, about 100 miles 
northeast of Tientsin. 

With the taking of this town the 
Japanese were in control of more 
than 1000 square miles of Chinese 
territory below the Wall, and it was 
evident that they intended to ex- 
pel all Chinese troops in the re- 
gion to the eost of the Lwan River, 
which cuts through the Wall from 
Jehol and empties into the sea more 
than 50 miles below the Wall’s 
eastern end. 

This district east of the Lwan, it 
was authoritatively indicated, will 
be made a buffer zone between the 
State of Manchukuo to the north 
and China proper and will be un- 
der the control of Japanese and 
Manchukuan forces. The area of 
this projected wedge is about equal 
to Delaware.

REPEAL THE STATE BONE DRY LAW! 


We wish to call attention to the grave situation 
which may be created unless the Legislature stops 
quibbling and passes a bill repealing the McCawley 
State bone dry law. It is entirely possible that, with- 
in a year, the eighteenth amendment will be erased 
from the Constitution. Twenty-eight states have set 
ap machinery for the election of delegates to con- 
ventions. Michigan has already completed ratifica- 
tion and Wisconsin has chosen a solid repeal deloga- 
tion. In nine other states, action has.been taken by 
one branch of the Legislature. Fifteen states have 
taken no action, but in some of those Legislatures 
have not met this winter. Only 36 states are needed 
to ratify. 

Missouri is a wet state. In supporting Mr. Roose 
volt and the Democratic national platform, Missouri 
may be said to have gone wet last fall by more than 
It elected Bennett Clark to the 
United States Senate on a dripping wet platform. It 
elected Guy B. Park, who is a wet. How many wets 
were actually sent to the Legislature is a matter of 
conjecture, but pledges gathered by the Missouri As- 
sociation Against Prohibition show that 69 members 
of the lower house specifically promised to repeal the 
McCawley Act, some few with qualifications. Dvery 
member elected to the Legislature is bound by the 
letter and spirit of national and State platforms, 
both of which were wet. 

Like the race for ratification of the Norris lame 
duck amendment, which was completed in approxi- 
mately one year, there will be a race to ratify the 
twenty-first amendment. The country is through 
with prohibition and there remain only the formali- 
ties of ushering it out. Moreover, the Federal Trea- 
sury is desperately in need of the added billion dollars 
in revenue which the sale of liquor would produce. 
The immense popularity of the legalization of beer 
is an illustration of the country’s eagerness to be 
done with the noble experiment. . 

What an absurdity would be created, then, if the 
country should repeal prohibition and Missouri, a 
wet State, find itself dry because of the McCawley 
Act. The absurdity would be heighteaed by the fact 
that the Legislature has passed the Weeks bill, setting 
up machinery for ratification, and Missouri is almost 
sure to ratify by fall. The State, like the Federal 
Government, faces a very severe financial problem. 
Before prohibition, liquor taxes totaled $33,000,000, 
$14,000,000 of which went into the State Treasury, 
the remainder going to counties and cities. Presum- 
ably, the revenue, if liquor were legalized now, would 
be even greater. From an economic standpoint as 
well as from every other consideration, Missouri’s 
failure to take advantage of the new freedom would 
be farcical. 

We do not believe for a moment that Missouri 
would polerate being classed with Kansas and one 
or two other die-hard commonwealths as arid spots in 
a wet country. There would be such an outcry that 
Gov. Park would be compelled to call the Legislature 
in specia} session. Such a special session would cost, 
perhaps, more than $100,000. Is it fair to Missouri to 
risk the danger of being forced to spend so large a 
sum when the Legislature can repeal the bone dry 
law now? 

The argument that a state of anarchy would pre- 
vail in the State if the law were repealed now is the 
merest bosh. Maryland never had a State dry code. 
New York repealed hers 10 years ago, and 14 other 
states have followed suit. No anarchy exists in any 
of those states of a sort which does not exist else 
where. The prohibition law is widely violated in 
every state in the country, including the ineffable 
Kansas, regardless of the presence or absence of a 
dry code. Moreover, the Federal Government, which 
has undertaken the main cost of enforcement, still 
has its prohibition agents in the field, if peculiarly 
flagrant violations need attention. 

Early in the present session, the Democrats in the 
Legislature made the mistake, in caucus, of adhering 
to a gentleman’s agreement by which the drys were 
not to oppose legalization of beer if the wets did not 
push repeal of the State dry code. They had no right 
to enter into such an agreement. It was opposed to 
the popular will and to the spirit of both platforms. 
The drys were not needed to insure the passage of 
the beer bill. It would have passed without their co- 
operation. Nothing could have stopped it. Is Missouri 
to be hamstrung because of a foolish strategical error 
like this agreement? 

The Missouri Senate, responding to an unmistak- 
able public demand, has had the good sense to pass 
the Brogan bill. In the House, numerous parleys be- 
tween wets and drys have so far had little result. 
The drys want to “compromise” by attaching an 
amendment to the Brogan bill which, in effect, would 
re-enact the McCawley law. That is no good. Com- 
plete repeal, with, perhaps, the setting up of a liquor 
control commission, is the only solution. 

Where is Gov. Park? He is a wet. He knows the 
possible perplexities that will arise if the Brogan 
bill is allowed to die. He can, if he wills, use his 
great influence as head of the State Government to 
bring the issue to a successful conclusion. A Grover 
Cleveland, a Frank O. Lowden, an Alfred E. Smith or 
a Franklin D. Roosevelt would never stand by and 
watch a Legislature of his own party dilly-dally with 
@ question demanding quick and decisive action. We 
urge Gov. Park to step into the breach. The legis- 
lative situation is such that a suspension of the 
House rules would be necessary. They have been 
suspended for far more trivial causes. The urgency 
for repeal justifies extraordinary legislative action.

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ENCOURAGEMENT FROM OTHER STATES. 

The article reprinted yesterday on this page from 
the Journal of the American Judicature Society 
should cause the Missouri and St. Louis Bar associa- 
tions to redouble their determination to make the bar 
of Missouri a self-governing profession. The for- 
ward-looking lawyers in Missouri should be greatly 
encouraged to know that their brothers in three 
states, North Carolina, Arizona and Washington, have 
achieved that goal since the first of the year. 

These additions to the ranks of the states with 
an incorporated bar bring the total to 18. While it 
is true that state bar bills were defeated in four 
states besides Missouri, there is more than a chance 
that the Legislatures of several other states will have 
the social consciousness to approve similar measures 
before they adgourn. 

There should be no lull in the campaign in Mis- 
souri. It should go on in a manner 80 thorough that 
between now and the meeting of the next Legislature 
every community in the State will be made to appre 
Clate the fact that the fight is between those who 
would build society up and those who would tear it 
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reform if the people realize how largely responsible 
the disreputable element of the bar is for the preva-

gain a State bar act would be. 

The bar associations began their campaign too late 
to win out in the present Legislature. They must 
not make the mistake of letting up now. 


MR. WALL’S RETURN. 

Mayor Dickmann has restored Edward E. Wall to 
the post of Director of Public Utilities, from which 
Mr. Wall was dismissed in 1926. 

In 80 doing, the Mayor has gained a measure 
of public confidence. He has gained it by undoing 
something which caused his predecessor to lose it. 
The Ryckoff incident, which cost Mr. Wall his posi- 
tion, has been for seven years the Banquo’s ghost of 
our municipal politics. It would not down. Now 
Ryckoff is dead. Mayor Miller has faded from the 
picture. Mr. Wall is to sit in his chair again. What 
a drama! 

Mr. Wall served the city for 30 years in many en- 
gineering capacities, including management of the 
municipal waterworks. He was in part responsible 
for the success of this municipal venture, which 
shines by comparison. It belies everything said 
against public ownership of the utilities. Its service 
has never been excelled. Politics has never stained 
its good name. Both Republican and Democratic 
Mayors had retained Mr. Wall, an outstanding dem- 
onstration of the ideal behind civil service. 

Unfortunately, the sinister appearance of jobbery 
challenged Mr. Wall’s loyalty to the public service in 
the first Miller term. He became an obstacle to cor- 
ruption when the city began to build an $8,000,000 
lighting system, and the people who were putting 
over the Ryckoff job began to prejudice his superiors 
against him. | 

Mayor Miller made the same mistake at this junc- 
ture that Mr. Coolidge made when Harry Dougherty 
was exposed. Mr. Coolidge stood by Dougherty, a 
member of his official family. Mayor Miller stood 
by his subordinates in their quarrel with Wall. Both 
the President and the Mayor could have won public 
acclaim by putting public service above political loy- 
alty. Both men erred, the ball rolled to the fence in 
both cases, and there was a din in the stands. 

The Ryckoff scandal cost the taxpayers around 
$160,000. Wall, an honest man who refused to blink 
irregularities, went out upon the score of insubordi- 
nation. Recall of Mayor Miller was threatened. For- 
tunately, Comptroller Nolte, who insisted that the 
city was “being gypped” in the Ryckoff case and was 
therefore equally offensive to those cheating the city, 
was elected by the people. Nolte stayed. 

Ten days ago the people reelected Nolte, a Re- 
publican, by a majority of 38,000 in a Democratic 
landslide. It was a vote of confidence. 

Now, Wall, after being out of the public service 
seven yéars, is restored to it. It is an expression of 
confidence, 

So ends a chapter illustrated by dark lanterns, 
skulduggery in the shadows, the gaunt specter of 
Banquo stalking about the feast, and triumphant vir- 
tue at last blowing a kiss to the gallery. 

Keep it up, Mr. Dickmann! 


A MAN TO CONSIDER. 

President Roosevelt’s policy of appointing highly 
trained specialists instead of local politicians to the 
important posts which make up his “little cabinet“ 
is one of the most inspiring things about the new ad- 
ministration. So far, he has not chosen an Assistant 
Secretary for the Department of the Interior, in some 
ways the most vital of the Federal departments. Since 
departmental reorganization will in all probability 
increase the responsibility of the Department of the 
Interior, the President is no doubt now giving 
thought to the question of who Secretary Ickes’ 
right-hand man shall be. One name which should be 
on the list is that of Charles W. Eliot II, now the 
able director of planning for the National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission. A grandson of the 
late president of Harvard, Mr. Eliot is a planning ex- 
pert of proved ability. As such, he would be an ad- 
mirable man to take part in the direction of the 
public works program which will probably be allotted 
to the Department of the Interior. The caliber of 
the already appointed Assistant Secretaries gives 
every reason to believe that President Roosevelt will 
choose for Secretary Ickes a teammate of the same 
character. 


IMPRISONMENT FOR DEBT. 

The old Ilinois statute under which persons may 
be sent to jail for debt is again under fire. This time 
the critic is a Judge, who contends the State Supreme 
Court erred when it first upheld the law 80 years 
ago. Presiding in the case of a 15-year-old boy who 
was sentenced to serve six months in jail for failure 
to pay a $2500 judgment growing out of an automo- 
bile collision, Superior Court Judge Sabath of Chi. 
cago instructed the boy, through counsel, to take his 
cause to the State Supreme Court for a test of the 
law’s constitutionality. 

This will be welcome news to residents of Illinois 
who place American traditions and ideals first. The 
abuse to which the debtors’ law can be put is clearly 
manifest. Once a judgment has been rendered against 
& man, when malicious intent has ‘been alleged, his 
liberty depends on the mercy of the person who 
brought the suit. If the aggrieved party is willing 
to pay the costs of keeping the debtor in jail, the 
latter may be incarcerated up to six months’ time. 
Several years ago, a West Frankfort man who had 
suffered financial reverses was imprisoned by a cred- 
it company on payment of 75 cents a day, that being 
the rate at the Franklin County Jail. More recently, 
an Hast St. Louis grocer was jailed at the instance of 
u person who paid $1 a day to St. Clair County, 

This is not to say that a guilty man should not be 
punished on other counts. The man who drives his 
automobile in such a manner as to be ordered to pay 
another driver a sum for personal injury is a reck- 
less driver, and should be treated as such by the 
State. This idea was expressed in another way by 
Judge Sabath when he said: | 

Although it is an injustice to put this boy in 
jail, we have a right to sympathize with the per 

son injured by ohe who has no right to drive a

Objectives at Washington 


HERE appear to be about three prin- 
T cipal objectives to be sought by in- 

viting the governments to come to Wash- 
ington for what Secretary Hull has de- 
scribed as “an early exchange of views pre- 
liminary to the forthcoming world economic 
conference in London.” 

The first objective might be described as 
the turning of world public opinion from 
the issues that arouse political antagonism 
to those that affect economic recovery. The 
assumption is, and it is the right assump- 
tion, I think, that the increasing bitterness 
of nationalistic feeling, the increasing sus- 
picion and fear on the frontiers, and the 
lapses into the barbarism of civil war and 
persecution, are the result of economic mis- 
ery and despair. Civilization will not stand 
the strain of such prolonged and acute suf- 
fering; there comes a time when civilized 
habits break down in the mere struggle 
for existence, as they do among men ship- 
wrecked and starving, when the will to live 
overpowers morality and men become polit- 
— cannibals in their dealings with each 
other. 

In such a state of affairs, mere political 
maneuver and agréement is of no use; no 


political stabilization is possible among peo- 


ple moved by the sheer impulse to survive. 
There must be relief for their suffering. In 
the present world situation, that relief must 
come, if it comes at all, from the prompt, 
bold and concerted action of the three na- 
tions, the United States, Great Britain and 
France, which exercise the preponderant in- 
fluence in the economy of the world. 

The dangers of war, and of political dis- 
integration, must be averted p by a 
resumption of employment. There is no oth- 


The world must go back 
work or it will go to war. 
That is the issue, and on that issue the 
world’s attention needs to be centered. 
* * 


The second objective of the W 
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agreements which will insure the London 
conference against failure. The most fun- 
damental of these agreements must neces- 
sarily deal with money and prices, for it is 
the collapse of prices and the monetary dis- 
order which are at the root of the trouble. 

If agreements can be reached for a com- 
mon policy and co-ordinated action by the 
British, French and American treasuries, by 
the Bank of England, the Bank of France 
and the Federal Reserve System, the prob- 
lem can be solved if it is humanly possible to 
solve it. For the financial power of these 
three nations is sufficiently predominant in 
the world to put into effect any plan of 
action they can agree upon. Their interests 
are sufficiently varied to guarantee the rest 
of the world against any danger of discrim- 
ination.

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TELLS OF PERSECUTION 
OF JENS IN GERMANY 


Letter to St. Louisan Says Ev- 
erything Seems on Legal 
Way to Pogrom. 


An account of the plight of the 
Jewish population in Germany, 
even before the boycott and other 
anti-Semitic measures of the Hitler 
regime, is described in a letter re- 
ceived by a St. Louis woman from 
her. sister-in-law in Germany. 

The writer is the widow of a 
German soldier and the mother of 
two sons who were small boys 
when their father was killed in ac- 
tion in Russia. The letter was 
mailed from Budapest, Hungary, 
postmarked March 24. It is un- 
signed. The initials used are fic- 
titious. A translation of the letter 
follows: 

“It is your birthday today and 
one can only wish you from one’s 
heart the best of luck, or rather 
tell you that you are already en- 
joying the best of luck because you 
are spared everything which the 
children and we have now to un- 
dergo. I should have to be a lit- 
erary genius to form a complete 
picture of the detailed occurrences. 
Quite apart from personal fortunes, 
you will be able to imagine what 
the complete breakdown of the idea 
means to us. 

“The result of it all is that one 
must go on living as a pariah, 
groveling, with complete uncer 
tainty as to whether the children 
can go on studying, without think- 
ing of what the future may bring. 
It means also personally the prob- 
ability that I shall lose my permis- 
sion to teach, as a parallel to the 
dismissal of Jewish academic 
teachers. 

“There is personal danger for ev- 
eryone who has in any way been 
politically active, however slightly, 
for the excuse is there for free rein 
to personal animosities of all kinds. 
Crimes committed on political 
grounds are not punishable. Mail 
and telephone are closely watched, 
which is why this letter is sent by 
such a route. 

“You must read newspapers as 
you would in war-time, since only 
those which are not forbidden can 
appear. Be very careful with ev- 
ery word you write, for it can bring 
us ‘defensive imprisonment,’ con- 
fiscation of our property and still 
worse consequences. 

“On the fifth of March there was 
an earthquake where you are, and 
for us the earth fell away from un- 
der our feet. Please inform those 
in St. Louls that we are all alive 
and well. I dare not draw too 
much attention to myself by a great 
deal of foreign correspondence, for 
X. was last semester the leader in 
the association of Jewish Students 
and N. a member of the Socialist 
student group. We belong there- 
fore to all categories of the damned 
—pacificists, Socialists, implicitly 
Communists. B, is naturally no 
better off in the small town.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 14— 
Gov. Park is to retain all his pres- 
ent legal patronage and Attorney- 
General McKittrick is to have vir- 
tually unlimited appointing privi- 
leges as the result of an under- 
standing reached by them yester- 
day. An open break has been avert- 
ed and all is serene on the job-dis- 
pensing front. 

After a conference with the At- 
torney-General the Governor ve- 
toed a bill, much desired by Mo- 
Kittrick, which would have placed 
supervision of all legal affairs of 
the State under the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, would have allowed 12 assist- 
ants, and would have enabled him 
to have equal voice with the Gover- 
nor in the selection of attorneys to 
represent the liquidators of about 
300 closed banks in the State. 

Then the Governor sent to the 
Legislature a special message urg- 
ing the immediate passage of a 
bill permitting the Attorney-General 
12 assistants and “such other as- 
sistants as may be necessary.” 

The Governor found hidden away 
in the Judiciary Committee of the 
Senate a forgotten bill, on which 
the committee had taken no ac- 
tion, and asked that it be brought 
forth amended to conform to his 
Message and passed. He even had 
the amendment prepared for the 
committee. 

Quick Action In Senate. 

The Senate lost no time in com- 
plying with the order. 

Senator Casey, chairman of the 
committee, announced an immedi- 
ate meeting. Senator Donnelly, 
floor leader, started to make the 
objection that the passage of the 
forgotten bill was unnecessary, but 
withdrew his objection when Casey 
indicated a desire to meet the Gov- 
ernor’s request. A 15-minute recess 
was taken, the committee met and 
soon had the bill in‘the Senate with 
the Governors amendment at- 
tached. The bill was perfected, will 
be passed in the Senate today, read 
the first time in the House today, 
the second time Saturday and 
probably will be passed there Mon- 
day. 

The understanding between the 
Governor and the “Attorney-Gen- 
eral probably cannot be included 
as a part of the economy program 
on which the administration came 
into power. The 12 authorized as- 
sistants will receive $1100 a year 
less than the 11 assistants now 
shown by the official blue book 
for the office of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral and there remain the “such 
other assistants as may be neces- 
sary” to be paid. 

A search of the statutes discloses 
that under the present law only 
four assistants are specifically au- 
thorized, and yet for several years 
it has been the practice for others 
to be appointed under authority 
of some obscure provisions of ap- 
propriation acts. 

As a result of such an authori- 
zation the latest issue of the blue 
book shows 10 assistants at $3500 


a year each, one “of counsel” at 
$3500 and four “of counsel” on a

Unless a change is made in. an aoe g

Alcohol 


OR many generations it has 
* deen taught that alcohol has a 

devastating effect on the heart, 
the blood vessels and the kidneys. 
Such statements may be found in 
many modern med'cal treatises. 

On the other hand, many reports 
concerning persons who have been 
addicted to alcohol and who have 
come to the autopsy table have 
failed to substantiate such views. 

A study was made recently in 
Bern, Switzerland, of 106 individ- 
uals who suffered cirrhosis of the 
liver attributable to alcoholism. 
Ninety-one of these individuals 
were men and 15 women. Out of 
this group, only 11 per cent showed 
any evidences of nephritis, and in 
only three bodies was the heart sig- 
nificantly enlarged. 

This amount of heart and kidney 
disease is not any more than what 
would be found in a similar number 
of bodies of the same age in which 
death might have occurred from 
almost any other condition. 

Alcohol is admittedly a toxic sub- 
stance. Taken in excess quantities 
it is undoubtedly injurious. The ex- 
tent of injury which the individual 
suffers depends upon many factors, 
not least among which is the con- 
stitutional factor of the individual’s 
body. 

Some constitutions are able to 


cohol. Others, on the other hand, 
seem to be particularly sensitive to 
its toxic effects. 

This variation in susceptibility 
to toxic substances is seen not only 
in relation to alcohol, but in many 
other toxic substances, including 
the effects of bacteria. 

The objectively arrived at scien- 
tific facts interpreted in the light of 
the particular individual make pos- 
sible a rational attitude toward al- 
cohol 


The demand for authoritative in- 
formation on alcohol seems to have 
increased greatly in recent years. 

Most of those seeking informa- 
tion want a direct answer to the 
question: Is the use of alcohol inju- 
rious to man? 

No such unequivocal answer can 
be given. This is brought out very 
forcefully in a recently published 
compilation of available knowledge 
concerning alcohol and its effects 
on the human body. This compila- 
tion was made under the editor- 
ship of Dr. Haven Emerson of Co- 
lumbia University. 

In this volume have been com- 
piled the opinions, judgments and 
experiences of a number of physi- 
cians and scientists. 

Few general conclusions can be 
drawn from the data presented. 
However, it may be safely said that 
the consensus represented in this 
symposium holds that alcoholic 
beverages used in moderation 
never appreciably shortened any- 
one’s life. 

On the other hand, there is also 
a wide agreement on the fact that 
the use of alcohol to excess is dis- 
tinctly harmful and that there is a 
tendency toward the development 
of what is called the alcohol habit. 

Alcohol is credited with distinct 
therapeutic uses in old age, in cer- 
tain forms of infection and during 
periods of convalescence, 

As a therapeutic agent alcoholic 
beverages have a place in render- 
ing more tolerable and less dis- 
tressing the disturbances of chron- 
ic disease and of old age. It is also 
sometimes used as a stomachic, or 
for the increase of appetite. 

Alcohol is not considered a gcod 
preventive of colds and therefore 
should not be taken when one is 
exposed to cold. It may, however, 
be comforting and stimulating 
when coming in out of the cold. 

In a general way, it would also 
appear from this compilation that 
the answer to the question of the 
effects of alcohol on man some- 
what depends upon the nature of 
the man. Individuals vary widely 
in their susceptibility.

CHAPTER ELEVEN 

OME few days before the inau- 

guration of President Wilson, 

Franklin went to Washington 
on a short visit. During his stay, 
there was considerable discussion 
over making him either Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury or Col- 
lector of the Port of New York. 
As neither of these positions held 
any special interest for Franklin, 
he asked that no further consider- 
ation be given the appointments. 
However, quite by accident, he ran 
into Josephus Daniels who during 
the pre-convention months had 
grown to have a high regard for 
my boy. So when he asked my son 
whether he would not like to work 
with him as Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy, Franklin, with his in- 
herent love of the sea and ships, 
hesitated only long enough to say 
“I would.” 

Not long after that the appoint- 
ment was approved. Franklin sub- 
mitted his resignation as State Sen- 
ator and prepared to move to 
Washington into the little house he 
and Eleanor had leased from her 
aunt, Mrs. Cowles. In short order 
they arrived bag and baggage, the 
children in tow, and on March 17, 
1913, the anniversary of his wed- 
ding, at the age of 31, he took the 
oath of office. 

His was a rapid adjustment to 
the new environment in which he 
found himself, probably because 
neither he nor Eleanor allowed it 
to make the slightest difference in 
their attitude toward life or their 
manner of living. Neither of them 
had ever had any interest in socie- 
ty as such, and although they were 
hurtled into a veritable maelstrom 
of formal receptions, dinners and 
parties, they consistently declined 
the proffered invitations and con- 
tinued to lead the comparatively 
simple existence they had always 
preferred. Very soon they formed 
their own little coterie of friends 
with whom they had much in 
common, and with, I think, the 
Franklin K. Lanes, the William 
Phillips’, the Adolph C. Millers 
banded themselves into a sort of 
supper club and met at least once 
every two weeks for a Sunday 
night buffet party. They took turns 
in inviting one couple from the 
outside for each meeting, but the 
gathering was never allowed to ex- 
ceed 10, for they were determined 
to keep it informal and intimate.

The pride he took in the fleet

For that 
reason when he found during his 
term of office, that there were 
magistrates who were giving mis- 
creants suspended sentences on 
condition that they enlist in the 
Navy, he refused to condone such 
a practice and broadcast the state- 
ment that “the Navy is not a re- 
form institution.

the U. 8.“ 

Intent though Franklin was upon 
the serious aspects of his work he 
recalls any number of amusing ex- 
periences that provided a welcome 
interlude. There was, for instance, 
the time before our entrance into 
the war when the Navy was par- 
ticularly anxious to obtain a certaip 
kind of Diesel engine that could be 
made only in Zurich. Putting 
through an order was simple 
enough but installing an officer in 
Switzerland who would act as in- 
spector during its construction pre- 
sented a more difficult problem. 
Under the law there was no way 
in which one could send a man and 
provide him with funds adequately 
to cover lodging and salary unless 
one listed him as a naval attache. 
Now Franklin knew that if it got 
around that we were sending a 
naval attache to Switzerland, the 
whole world would rock with laugh- 
ter. However, needing the engine 
as we did there was nothing to do 
but to risk it, and much to Frank- 
lin’s surprise, although the man re- 
mained there in his official ca- 
pacity for a whole year, not a single 
newspaper caught on. 

From time to time Franklin used 
to go off on tours of inspection. 
I’ve often suspected that these ex- 
cursions to naval bases, while en- 
tirely in the line of duty, were 
prompted as much by his sheer en- 
joyment of the expedition as they 
were by obligation. Franklin never 
has been able to resist an oppor- 
tunity of going anywhere on a de- 
stroyer and when in 1913 I heard 
that he was scheduled to put in at 
Eastport, I could not admit to any 
great degree of surprise. On the 
way up, I heard later, they came 
to a body of water that divided it- 
self into two channels. The one 
was wide and deep, the other, Lu- 
bec Narrows, which shortened 
the route by 20 miles, was 
winding and shallow and known 
to have a tremendous and treach- 
erous tide. “You can take the ship 
through the narrows,” Franklin 
told the Captain, who came to him 
for orders. “Aye, aye, sir,” he sa- 
luted and walked back to his chart. 
He studied it for some little time, 
obviously perplexed. Finally he re- 
turned to Franklin and reported 
that his chart showed there to be 
only six feet of water, while his ship 
drew 10. Franklin smilingly urged 
him to risk it, adding, “Ill assume 
full responsibility; in fact, I'll take 
her through myself.” The Captain 
was clearly horrified, but felt that

Under the Captain’s skeptical 
scrutiny, Franklin assumed his 
place next to the Quartermas- 
ter and took his ship through with- 
out touching anything. What

quired for safety. ; 
Franklin’s connection with the 
navy took him on many interesting 
journeys he might otherwise never 
have made and sent him under aus- 
pices for which as a private citizen 
he could not have hoped. I remem- 
ber that in 1915 he went in his of- 
ficial capacity as one of the com- 
missioners to the World’s Fair at 
San Francisco. He had thought 
that a naval reunion of warships 
of all nations would be a fine fea- 
ture with which to start off the 
opening day. It was left to the 
State Department to look after the 
issuing of the formal invitations re- 
questing the various countries to 
participate in the regatta. Much to 
Franklin’s surprise and amusement 
he learned that both Bolivia and 
Switzerland, neither of whom, of 
course, had a navy, had been urged 
to add their warships to the exer- 
cises. 
News of Franklin's successful 
record with the Navy having trav- 
eled to the same “Boss” Murphy, 
who was once his sworn enemy, 
Tammany decided to offer him the 
nomination for Governor of New 
York. When eventually the definite 
request that he run came through, 
Franklin declined it in favor of a 
trip of inspection abroad for which 
he had already arranged. So in 
July, 1918, Franklin set sail for Eu- 
rope aboard the Dyer, again choos- 
ing a destroyer with the view to 
covering over 50 American naval 
bases and stations.

lines where the fighting was thick- 
est. Of all this I knew nothing 
until years later when one of 
Franklin’s ex-law partners, Henry 
Hooker, who was adjutant of the 
Thirty-third American Division, 
serving near Amiens, told us of the 
chances Franklin insisted upon tak- 
ing. He recalled a trip made to 
the front during which a German 
airplane took such an active in- 
terest in the procedure that it was 
deemed advisable to draw up under 
the lee of a solitary church. This 
Franklin obstinately refused to do 
and pushed on against every one’s 
advice until he reached headquar- 
ters and lunched with Gen. Bell 
and his staff. The British Gener- 
als were expected to join, but the 
battle had broken out with such 
renewed violence that they were 
prevented from coming. After 
lunch, Henry Hooker tells me, they 
went to Molliens Wood where the 
Sixty-fifth Infantry Brigade was 
drawn up in mass formation. In a 
stirring speech he thanked the 
troops on behalf of the Government 
for the luster which they had shed 
on American arms, telling them that 
reports of their prowess had come 
to him from the King of England 
himself. Late that evening with 
a full heart he dashed north to visit 
the King and Queen of Belgium. 


Thereafter he returned to Lon- 
don where he met Prince Axel of 
Denmark whom he was to escort 
to America on the “Leviathan.” 
During the trip he developed a 
severe case of influenza which he 
must have caught at Brest where 
an epedemic was raging. Despite 
all the preventative measures that 
were taken, it turned into pneu- 
monia, and he was carried off the 
boat at New York on a stretcher. 


By the time he had convalesced, 
over and
